WHAT THE POST-DISPATCH ACCOMPLISHED. 


Nov. 22—Under the caption “Light for a Dark Spot” the Post-Dis- 
patch urged that the Federal Building be washed and lighted at night. This

“To the Federal Government—The people of St. 


Louis respectfully petition for the immediate washing, renovation and il- 
lumination of the Federal Building in this city.” 

Nov. 283—The St. Louis,Republic joined the Post-Dispatch in the ur- 
gent request that the Federal Building, be cleaned and lighted. 

Nov. 24-30—Numerous articles published, showing the small expense that 
would be incurred cleaning and properly lighting the Federal Building; also 
interviews with persons holding property near the now dismal structure, urg- 
ing immediate action on lines laid down by the Post-Dispatch. 

Dec. 1-5—Special dispatches from Washington, showing what funds were 
available and local articles reciting measures being taken by Federal officials 
Idcated in St. Louis to carry out the wish of the people. 

Dec. 6—Custodian Smith sends a communication to Washington, urging 
that the Federal Building be washed and lighted according to suggestions 
made by the: Post-Dispatch; also that a better elevator service be provided

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‘WASHINGTON WILL ACQUIESCE 


Congressman Bartholdt Says the Post- 
Dispatch Has*‘Acconiplished \ 
Much for St. Louis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—If the plans of 
the Treasury Department and of Congress- 
gan Bartholdt are carried out the Post-Dis- 
patch will have won substantial recognition 
for St. Louis, It is proposed now to put in 
an entire new electrical plant, new boilers 
and new elevators. The estimated cost of 
the proposed improvements, as made by the 
‘Treasury Department, is $90,000, while that 
proposed by Representative Bartholdt ag- 
gregates only $50,000. Thus far no definite 
steps have been taken, but Representative 
Bartholdt will confer with Secretary Gage 
of the Treasury to-morrow or Friday and 
will then take such action as is deemed 
best to secure the changes needed at an 
early date. 

“We have under consideration two prop- 
ositions for the improvement of the Federal 
Building at St. Louis,” said Wallace H. 
Mills, assistant superinténdent of the 
Treasury, to-day. “I do not care to say 
just now which plan may be adopted. It 
is proposed to modernize the present plants 
by consolidating them. They are obsolete 
mow, aithough at the time they were put in 
they were up to date. The objection to 
using the old plant is that when we make 
euch an important change as this we de- 
gire to have it quite up to date. As for the 
entire plant we find that it would cost at 
least $90,000, but the advantages of such an 
dmprovement as this are obvious. If we 


Plans for Washing the Federal Build- 
ing and Illuminating It Sent 
to Washington. 


The Federal Building will be cleaned and 
brilliantly lighted.

Wednesday 
morning the requisition was forwarded. 
At the capital Congressmen Bartholdt and 
Pearce are ready to introduce a special 
appropriation bill should such a measure 
be deemed necessary.

We could 
not take such a sum out of our annual 
appropriation for heat, light and power. 
We appreciate the conditions that exist in 
St. Louis and are heartily in sympathy 
with the effort to change them. We do not 
know yet which plan will be adopted.” 

Representative Bartholdt, who is follow- 
ing the matter and will introduce the nec- 
essary legislation in Congress, said to-day: 
“I have just receiyed a letter from the 
custodian. He told me that the Treasury 
Department has on file his estimates, made 
gome months ago, for a new electric plant, 
new boilers, new elevators and for paint- 
ing the second and third floors. We want 
new electric elevators placed in the center 
of the corridor and this can be done only 
by getting an entire new pliant. 

“J am thoroughly in sympathy with the 
efforts of the Post-Dispatch to make the 
building at least creditable to St. Louis, 
and just as soon as we find what is neces- 
gary I will present the proper measure in 
the House. This is what we must do: 

“Firat, get Secretary Gage to say whether 
he can-include the money needed for 4 
new plant in his estimates; second, if he 
cannot do that, then introduce a special 
pill, get it before the Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds, of which I am a 
member, ard secure a favorable report. I 
think that $50,000. will probably be endugh, 
but I will consult the Treasury authorities 
before drawing the measure. 

“The Post-Dispatch has served a public 
good in thus drawing attention to and 
pointing out a remedy for the present in- 
tolerable and disgraceful conditions.”

The Post-Dispatch urged the necessity for 
this work two weeks ago. The business 
men of St. Louls joined in the protest 


against the unsightly appearance of the 
building and demanded better treatment for 
St. Louis at the hands of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The occupants of the building, 
of whom there are over 600, declared the 
structure.is so gloomy and dirty that it is 
impossible to work there with any degree 
of comfort. Their offices, they say, are 
ane py 4 lighted and they dislike to visit the 
uilding at night because of the darkness. 

The United States Judges, whose opin- 
ions may always be reckoned as ultra con- 
servative, condemned the existing condi- 
tions in unmeasured terms. Circuit Judge 
Amos Thayer remarked that the idea of 
cleaning the Federal Building seemed for- 
eign to the atthorities at Washington. 
They did not realize the imperative neces- 
sity of it. 

J udge Adams wae equally positive in his 
views. 


Postmaster Baumhoff, Chief Postoffice In- 
spector Dice and the District Attorneys 
emphasized the appeal of the other occu- 
pants of the buliding. Mr. Baumhoff told 


the Post-Dispatch that he would not walk 
by Ninth and Locust streets unaccompanied 
after dark unless forced by circumstances 
to do 60.

Upon City Counselor Schnurmacher de- 
volves the responsibility for the next step 
in the matter of. policg salaries. Auditor 
Mason and Comptroller Sturgeon rely upon 
Mr. Schnurmacher to guide them safely 
between the plain order-.of the Supreme 


Court and their duty, as seen from the 
standpoint of the city administration. 
Mr. Schnurmacher had not arrived at 
a decision Wednesday morning. The two 
other officials do not agree on the course 
to be Gs lggeemees While both of them staied 
that they would be guided by the advice 
of the city counselor, each expressed an 
individual opinion to the Post-D spatch. 
Auditor Mason declared in effect that 
he would not obey the order to audit the 
payrolls.

tured and believes she would be able to 
drive over the route to the house wherein 
she was imprisoned. Her family is anxious 
that ehe should do this, and she will he 
taken out in a carriage as soon as Dr. 
Mayfield gives his corfsent. 

Mrs. Harrison’s sister, Mrs, Burnett, said 
to the Post-Dispatch Wednesday morning 
that her sister’s feelings against at least 
one of her captors had undergone a change. 

“Why," said Mrs. Burnett, “Belle tells 
us that she wouldn't do anything to injure 


the woman who was left in charge of her 
for the world. if she had thousands of 
dollars she would give it to this woman, be- 
cause she believes she saved her life. She 
says she loves this woman because of her 
gentleness and kindnss to her while she 
was a prisoner.”’ 

This is the same person whom Mrs. Har.- 
rison described as “an ugly old woman” 
on the night she returned home: the same 
woman who, according to her original story, 
gave her nothing to eat except a little 
mush and milk in the morning. 

Mrs. Burnett still hints at prosecutions, 
but is careful to make it clear that no steps 
w'll be taken against this good, kind wom- 
an whom Mrs. .Harrison loves; this wom- 
an, who in the original story, threw the 
black cloth over Mrs. Harrison's head when 
she was abducted. 

According to Mrs. Burnett the police 
have a letter which may have an import- 
ant bearing on the case. This letter was 
received sohrtly after Mrs. Harrison's dis- 
appearance and sa‘d she would return 
home in a week. When asked whose sig- 
nature was on the letter Mrs. Burnett 


said: 

“It will be time enough to speak when 
we find out where she is.”’ 

Continuing she said: “My sister has 

iven us a deta led description of the place 
rom whence she was abducted. Her de- 
scription was so clear that my brother 
went right to the spot and found every- 
thing just as she said it was. It is about 
four blocks of north of Easton avenue 
and two or three blocks west of Vande- 
venter avenue. She now says there were 
@ man, a boy and a woman in the wagon 
when she first saw it. It was standing in 
an alley Seger | east. She was picking her 
Way agross the muddy alley when the 
man jumped out, and a minute jiater a 
cloth was thrown over her head.

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NEGRO TIED TO A TREE 
BY A MOB AND BURNED, 
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Fate of Dick Coleman, Who Had Assaulted ind : 
Murdered Mrs. Lashbrook, a White _ 
Woman, in Kentucky.

MAYSVILLE,. Ky.. Dec. 6.—Dick Cole- 
man, the negro who murdered Mrs. Lush- 
brook, was taken from jail there to-day 
by a mob of 3000 men, tied to a tree and 
“purned. . 
Coleman arrived from Covington at 10:20 
this morning under a special guard of 
@eputies sworn in by the Sheriff, including 
Detective Fitzgerald, Constable Dawson, 
Chief of Police Donovan, all the police 
force and two deputy sheriffs. 

When they arrived at the Courthouse 
they were met by a mob of fully 1000 
people, headed by James Lushbrook, the 
husband of the murdered woman, and 
went immediately up Second street through 
the central portion of the city, followed 
by a mob: of fully 5000 - persons. 

All was done that was possible by the 
sheriff and guard to prevent a lynching, 
but in the face of such a mob of people 
irrespettive of color, their efforts were use- 
less. | | 

The mob grabbed Coleman and threw a 
rope over his head~and took him to a 
point above the city. The negro could be 
heard, above the cries of the mob, piead- 
} ing for his. life. 

The mob took him to a small hollow near 
the railroad, where they bound him tight- 
ly to a yorng tree. Then they heaped @ 
huge pile of brush, wood and timber around 
him and fired the stack. 

At this point someone stuck Coleman with 
a knife. The bladé penetrated the negro’s 
eyes, and befdre the fire had got under 
full headway the negro was dead. 

The mob remained about the body and 
until the clothing and part of the negro's 
flesh was burned off. Then the people dis- 
persed. No arrests have been made. 

Persons who were near the burning negro 
say that blue vitriol and cayenne pepper 
were thrown into his eyes. He was hooted 
and glared at by thousands of people stand- 
ing on the edge of the pit. Many women 
were present. He died at 10:55 a. m., 

Some say he was horribly mutilated. Just 
before he died he rose to a sitting posture 
and said: “If you take the fire away I want 
to say something.’’ Then’ he sank back and 
died. . 

Coleman was burned near the spot where 
Charles Collins was hanged 40 years ago 
for a similar offense. The place is now 
used for cricket grounds,

Can Be Utilized as. a Rampart as Well 
as Food fer Horses and ,, .

He saya he 
pogres being fired on. A horse’s tracks 

up the road from a point a few yards 
north of the house. Bloodhounds afte still 
at work on the trail of this horse. 

James Winchester Was unmarried. He 
was tried here eight years ago for the 
murder of Winston Elkins, and sentenced 
to 18 months in the penitentiary, which 
he served, 

A féud has existed in the neighborhood 
for the past ten years. Thé killing of Jonn 
Maupin two months ago was a part of this 
feud, and the Winchesters are looked upon 
ag sympathizers with one of the factions. 
The trial which followed the killing of 
Maupin had some surprising and fomantic 
features, Several witnesses admitted per- 
jury, and one of thesé has since disap- 
peared. Charles Farris gave himself up for 
the killing, but it was eventually fastened 
on Marcus Burnett.

STANDING BY QUAY. 


Claim That He Will Have Forty-Six 
Out of Eighty-Five Votes. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—As the result of 
a canvass made by Mr. Quay’s friends 
since the Senate convened yesterday, it is 


asserted that 46 of the 8 Senators will vote 
to seat‘ him as Senator from Pennsylvania. 
These figures are obtained by counting the 
30 Senators now in the Senate who voted 
either for Corbett or Mantle and 16 others 
from whom, it is asserted, promises have 
been obtained favorable to Mr. Quay. Sen- 
ator Chandler has called a special meeting 
of the Committee on Elections to consider 
the case of Mr. Quay on Thursday. 

‘Mr. Chandler would like to have the case 
disposed of at one sitting. As the commit- 
tee has already. passed upon practically the

NO MORE BONDSMEN. 


Chief and Judge Combined to Divest 
the “Grafter’”’ of His Power. 

Judge George B. Sidener of the First Dis- 
trict Police Court and Col. John W. Camp- 
bell, Chief of Police, have decided on @ 
Plan of action which they think will ef- 
fectually banish one species of “grafters” 
from the Four Courts Building. 


“I have a remedy that will drive the 
pracvere from the Four Courts,” said Chief 
ampbell. “I propose that every woman 
of the half worid who is arrested in St. 
Louis be released on her own recognizance. 
All she will be compelled to pay will be 
the 50 cents covering the fee for issuing 
the bond, and she shal! be her own surety. 
If the woman appears in court she will 
stand her trial, the same as in the past. 
In case she forfeits her bond, she can be 
fined by default. 

“Every one of these women is known to 
the police. If she be fined by default, po- 
jicemen will be sent out with {instructions to 
bring her in at once, and on the execution 
which will have been issued she will be 
aunt to the Workhouse without a moment's 

elay 

‘In the event thatyone of the women so 
fined should leave the city rather than pay 
her fine or serve her time in the Work- 
house, why society will be all the better off. 

Judge Sidener heartily indorsed the propo- 
sition of Chief Campbell, and it was ar- 
ranged that the subject would be given a 
trial at once. Capt. Peter Reynolds of the 
Central Police District was sent for and 
in the presence of Judge Sidener he was 
given explicit instructions in accordance 
with the agreement reached by the of- 
ficials. 

As told in the Post-Dispatch, these offi- 
clals determined to release all women ar- 
rested on technical charges without bond. 
The decis‘on was so well received that it 
was determined to extend the same privi- 
lege to men arrested for petty offenses. 
Frequently a business man or a citizen 
well known to the police and who could 
be found any time is arrested on a trivia] 
charge. In order to be released from the 
hokiover until morning he must pay a pro- 
fessional bondsenan a sum ranging from 
$3 to $10, or whatever price the bondsman 
can extort. These will be allowe dto sign 
their own bonds in future, 

This does not apply to men or women 
who are drunk when arrested. They will 
be locked = until they are sober. Neither 
does it apply to any person suspected of 
any felony. Nor will any person be re- 
leased on his own recognizance until he 
re satisfy the police sergeant of his iden- 

ty.

THE RIGHT TO GO BEHIND ELEC- 
TION RETURNS 


THE MAIN QUESTION AT ISSUE. 


The Outcome Will Hinge Largely on 
the Construction Put Upon 
the Law. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Dec. 6.—It is likely 
that all of to-day will be taken up by ar- 
giment in the contested election cases. 
Arguments will be heard on two proposi- 
tions, the chief subject being tMe right of 
the commissioners to go behind the certl- 
fieéd election returns for Governor and Lieu- 


tenant-Governor, when sitting as a con- 
testing board, and the right of the commis- 
sioners to receive amended returns. Yes- 
terday the Democrats allowed without com- 
ment the vote of Neleon County to be tabu- 
lated, but it was for the purpose of mak- 
ing a hard fight upon it later on. This is 
the county where the judges of election 
certified to the casting of ballots for W. P. 
Taylor instead of W. 8. Taylor, the Repmb- 
lican candidate. They filed a second certifi- 
cate correcting the error. And this has 
now been accepted by the anvassing 
Board. The Democrats will claim that this 
has established a precedent under which 
amended returns be received, and expect to 
bring in enough amended certificates from 
other counties to overcome the Republican 
plurality. The Republicans will contend, 
owever, that the first return of Nelson 
County was not a return at all as far as 
the Republican candidate was concerned. 
There’ was no such candidate as W. P. Tay- 
lor, and a certification of votes for each in- 
dividual can in no way, they will assert, 
prejudice the certificate filed giving the 
votes to W. 8. Taylor. They will make 
a hard fight on the proposition that the 
certificate for W. 8S. Taylor was an original 
document, the other amounting to nothing. 
In the fight over the right to go behind the 
returns the contest will be made upon the 
construction of the election law. Judge 
Hargis will make the leading argument for 
the Democrats and A. P. Humphrey of 
Louisville for the Republicans. There will 
be three arguments on each side. Election 
Commissioner Ellis said that he had hopes 
the entire matter will be cleared up to-day, 
but the lawyers are of a different opinion 
and unless a time limit is put on the argu- 
ments, the prepondérance of evidence seems 
to be iwth the lawyers. The commission- 
ers sitting as a contest board met at 10 
o’clock in the State Senate chamber. 

In deciding the course of argument, it 
was arranged that the Democratic attorney 
should have the close. The Republicans 
agreed to open and D. W. Farleigh, for 
their side, brought up the question that 
the board had no right to go behind the 
returns of the county canvassing boards. 
He claimed that no State in the Union per- 
mitted such action, saying that the matter 
had been decided in all the courts of the 
United States from the Supreme Court of 
the nation down. Mr. Farleigh apologized 
to the court for going into elementary law, 
but he declared that the questions before 
the board was of such a plain and simple 
nature that it was necessary. He then 
quoted authorities to support his position. 
If it had been the intent of the statute, he 
claimed, that the canvassing board had the 
right to go behind the returns, why should 
there have been anything in the statutes 

roviding for the creation of a contesting 

oard? 

In answer to a question Mr. Farleigh 
entered upon a long argument designed to 
porve that the decisions did not show that 
the Court of Appeals had decided that can- 
vassing boards had judicial power. 

Commissioner Ellis asked Mr. Farleigh 
if in cases where a canvassing board had 
positive knowledge that the returns were 
absolutely void, the board was, under the 
State statute, without power to appiy any 
remedy. 
“Absolutely so, in my judgment,’ was the 
reply.

INSURGENTS’ ATTACK ON VIGAN. 


They Enter the City in Darkness, but 
Are Driven With Large Losses 
by a Small Force. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Gen. Otis to-day 
cabled the War Department that he had 
no word from Gen. Young for a week, This 
is taken to indicate that Young is con- 
tinuing his pursuit of Aguinaldo and prob- 
ably is in a country where he regards it as 
unsafe to use couriers. Gen. Otis’ dispatch 


follows, gives an official account of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Parker's engagement at 
Vigan. The dispatch says: 

Gen. Young, with thirteen companies in- 
fantry and nine. troops of cavalry, not 
heard from since the 29th ult. He was then 
about twenty miles south of Vigan and 
most of the troops marching to his sup- 
port, but then had with him three troops 
cavalry. Battalion Thirty-third Infantry 
sent by boat to Vigan to reinforce navy 
there. Lieutenant-Ca)dénel Parker, Forty- 
fifth, reports from Vigan, 5th inst., that he 
has not heard from Young for a week. In- 
surgents, 800 strong, made attack on his 
force, consisting B Company and 153 sick 
and footsore men Thisty-third Infantry, 
4 o'clock morning 4th, entering city in dark- 
ness; severe street fighting ensued, contin- 
ued for four hours; enemy driven out, leav- 
ing behind forty dead, thirty-two pyisoners, 
including. many officers, and eighty-four ri- 
files; now on outskirts entrenching. Parker 
says can hold out lod aie los plenty of ra- 
tions and ammunitiofi,- Hits loss, eight enlist- 
ed men kilied, three wounded. One hun- 
dred sixty men now being transported from 
San Fabian to his relief. Young must be 
in vicinity with a large force. 


MANILA, Dec. 6, 5:30 p. m.—Lieutenant- 
Colonel Parker of the Forty-fifth Infantry, 
commanded at Vigan, province of South 
Iicos, when that place was attacked Mon- 
day by a force of insurgents. The Ameri- 
can force consisted of Company B, of the 
Thirty-tmird Regrment and 150 sick men, 
many of whom shared in the first attack. 
which was made at 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and lasted until 8 o’clock. The enemy, 
who were estimated at 800 men and were 
commanded by Gen. Mino, came from the 
outskirts of the town to the port. The 
fighting was from house to house, and al- 
most from hand to hand. The Americans 
captured 84 rifles and several prisoners.

Uniformity of legislation in the several States is desirable, 
but it should be “founded in a wise and just discrimination 
between what is injurious and what is useful and necessary 
in business operations.” +The President hopes “that means 
may be found for the Congress: within the limits of its con- 
stitutional power so to supplement an effective code of State 
legislation as to make a complete system of laws throughout | 
the United States adequate to compel a general observance | 
of the salutary rules to which I have referred.’’ 

Legislation to support the “existing gold standard” is 
recommended. The President asks that authority be given 
the Secretary of the Treasury to sell bonds for this purpose, 
He also recommends that greenbacks when once redeemed 


On other subjects recommendations are in line with pro- 
‘posals already suggested or foreshadowed. The message is 
adroitly worded to evade, with a few exceptions, the issués 
which clamor for courageous and positive treatment. In this 
message Mr. ‘icKinley once more shows himself a cunning 
politician who evades in words the issues he, 
and promotes under the influence of the paterests which are 
behind him and direct his policies. 
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The appeal to “not keep the postman waiting,’ in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch, should be heeded by every good citizen.

During the existence of the system up 
to the close of the year ended June 30 
1899 5201 national banks have been organ- 
ized. On the latter date 3689 banks were 
in operation, 1247 had been placed in voinu- 
tray liquidation by shareholders and 365 
placed in the charge of receivers. On June 
30, 1898, there were 3590 banks in existence, 
showing a net loss during the year of one 
bank. During the past fiscal year 73 banks 
were organized and 67 placed in voluntary 
liquidation and eight in charge of receivers. 

The authorized capital stock of the banks 
on June 30 last was $607,871,245, and on June 
30, 1898, $630,025,29, showing a decrease dur- 
ing the year of $22,154, The national 
bank circulation outstanding on June 30, 
1899, aggregated $241,268,696, of which $206,- 
264,004 was secured by bonds on deposit with 
the Treasurer of the United States and $36,- 
004,602 by lawful money deposited on ac- 
count of liquidating and insolvent associa- 
tions and those reducing circulation. The 
increase of circulation during the year was 
$13, 451, 994. 

During the past fiscal year 13 national 
bands, with capital aggregating $2,006,000, 
were placed in charge of receivers. Subse- 
quently it appeared, however, that of this 
number five were solvent, two of them be- 
ing permitted to go into voluntary liquida- 
tion and three resumed business. This re- 
duced the number of insolvent banks to

It has long been the desire and hope of 
many intelligent and patriotic citizens to 
secure needful and enduring stability in the 
money standard by an internatio agree- 
ment in regard to gold and apres, which 
would be effective to that end. The real- 
ization of that desire and hope seems now 
too remote to justify present consideration, 
but if those who still cherish it shall offer 
it in objection to the action above proposed, 
it ia a sufficient answer to say that stability 
on the gold standard is the only stability 
now: possible to us, and if the time should 
come when international agreement offers 
a safe and desirable substitution, the free- 
dom of our representative form of govern- 
ment will give to our people the liberty of 
choice. 

If it be true, as true it undoubtedly is 
that gold is now our standard of money 
values, the future needs only the assurance 
that it will so continue to be, until at least 
the people shall be so united in their desire 
for a change therein as to be able to direct 
the vioce of both houses of Congress, and 
secure the approving signature of the Chief 
Executive. he confidence that Congress 
will furnish this kind of a guaranty has in- 
spired enterprise, called capital into use, 
improved the condition of labor, and given 
new impetus to all our energies. To make 
this favorable state of affairs permanent, 
the highest security should be given that 
the common denominator of all calculation 
in value shall remain unchanged. . \ 

It is evident that a direct and effective 
way to do this would be to declare that the 
credit obligations of the government itself, 
whether pe able on demand or at a future 
period, shall be paid in gold coin of pres- 
ent weight and fineness; or it would be 
equally effective if, by positive law, it were 
ma mandatory upon the Treasury De- 
partment so to pay and receive the two 
kinds of money—silver and gold—as to main- 
tain their parity under all conditions. Such 
action would be * logical conformity to 
what has already been established as the 
“policy” of the government. To the end 
contemplated, ‘the treasury should be 
clothed with sufficient wers to meet all 
emergencies. The establishment of an am- 
ple fund, separate and apart from the gen- 
eral funds, to be held specifically as a re- 
demption fund for demand liabilities, must 
be an important incident to such legisla- 
tion.

It is a popular delusion that the bank 
deals in money. ‘Money is an incident in 
its dealings—an important incident, no 
doubt—but, truly speaking, an incident on- 
ly.. The bank deals in credits. Money— 
real money, gold or silver—plays but a 
small part in the multitudinous exchanges, 
The total money of the country—metallic 


and paper—is less than two thousand mil- : 


lions, while the ‘‘deposits’’ of the commer- 
cial banks, State and national, aggregate 
more than four thousand millions. 

I beg now to point out some of the gen- 
eral limitations and restrictions which Con- 
grams has imposed in this department, and 
nquire as to their justice, wisdom and 
adequacy. 

1. As to conditions of capitalization. The 
law requires a minimum capital of $80, 
as a precedent to organization under the 
national bank act. While this would seem 
to be a fair and moderate limit, it is un- 
doubtedly too large for the resources of 
small communities, where banking faclili- 
tiles are much needed, and it is suggested 
that for places of a population of 1000 or 
less the minimum be reduced to $25,000. 

2. The national bank act clearly recog- 
nizes the note-issuing function as a proper 
one, but it is plain that the original condi- 
tions and limitations, imposed have, under 
changing conditions, become .substantially 
prohibitive in their terms. This ought to be 
restudied, and as large a liberty given as 
may be consistent With safety in the exer- 
cise of that useful function. 

3. The law prescribes percentages which 
national banks shall carry in cash against 
their deposits and limits the amount of 
risk which the bank shall take in loans to 
any one individual, firm, or corporation. 
The percentage of cash reserves seems to 
have justified in practice the provision of 
the law, but the limitations on loans have 
been found to work with great inequality. 
The recommendations of the Comptroller 
of the Currency on this point, to be found 
in his report to Congress last year, merit 
careful consideration. 

4. While limitatioms and restrictions ex- 
ist in several directions, no limitation has 
ever been given as to the ultimate liability 
a bank may carry upon a given amount 
of capital. Upon this point the bank with 
$50,000 capital stands legally as free as does 
the bank with $5,000,000 capital. Cash re- 
serves are a defensible subject of legisla- 
tion, because they affect the immediate sol- 
vency of the bank The limitation of lia- 
bility compared, with capital is equally so, 
since the percentage of capital and accu- 
mulated, surplus affects the Hability of the 
bank to bear its own losses. Capital, 
loans and deposits bear healthful and 
of mg relations to each other. Every- 
thing else being equal, the measure of 
risk is determined by the extent of the 
loans; and for the ultimate solvency'of the 
‘bank as to its deposits, t@e capital of the 
bank is the proper guaranty. The capi- 
tal should, therefore, be relative and fairly 
adequate to the risks involved.

composed of a defense of.his position re- 
garding the question of trusts. Suits 
against corporations or combinations of 
companies that are alleged to be engaged 
in forming or maintaining monopolies or 
agreements in restraint of trade or compe- 


tition, says the Attorney-General, ‘‘can be 
maintained only when the oflense comes 
within the scope of the Federal statute. 
The only Federal! legisiation against com- 
binations in restraint of trade is contained 
im the so-called Sherman act of July 2, 15. 
| ‘This statute is directed only at combina- 
tlons or monopolies in restraint of trade or 
commerce among the several States, or 
with foreign nations. It does not pretend 
to go into other branches of business or 
commerce, or attempt in any way’to inter- 
fere with those transactions which are car- 
ried on exclusively within the confines of a 
State, or which do not amount to wnat, 
under the decisions of the United States 
Supreme Court, is understood wy the term 
‘interstate commerce.’ 

“The Federal government has no consti- 
tutional right to supervise, direct or inter- 
fere with tne transaction of ordinary busi- 
ness by the people of the several States, 
uniess such business relates directly, and 
not incidentally, to interstate commerce; 
aud such has been the decision of the su- 
preme Court of the United States.’’ The 
Attorney-General in conclusion says: 

‘In ail cases where the facts presented 
to the Attorney-General were capabie of 
legal proof and have established satisfac- 
torily such an agreement or combination 
in restraint of interstate commerce as. is 
(contempiated by the Sherman act, legal

Judge. Witnrow sustained the defendant's 
se regan In upholding the demurrer, he 
said: 


The law of,1897 concerning fellow servants 
only applies to railroad corporations ownlng 
or operating a railroad in this State, and it 
is not alleged in the petition that the de- 
fendant is a-railroad corporation, or that it 
owns a railroad, or that it is authorized by 
its charter to own or operate a railroad. While 
it is alleged that the defen@ant is a corpora- 
tion carrying on business as a common car- 
rier, and that it was operating a steam rail- 
way line at the time in question, it does nat 
appear that, said railroad was built or ever 
owned. or operated by a railroad corporation. 
The fellow servant act of 1897 is in derogation 
of the common law, and, therefore, is not to be 
extended by implication or construction. Sec- 
_tion 6570, Vol. 2, R. 8S., Mo., 1889, proyides 
that ‘‘words and phrases shall be taken in their 
plain or ordinary and usual sense.’’ Where 
words used in a statute are clear and unani- 
biguous there is no room left for construction 
or interpretation. It is only where the phrase- 
ology 4n act is amvbiguous tbat a resort may 
be had to the intention of the Legislature to 
aid in its conatruction. 

It is the duty of the courts to interpret the! 
laws as they find them; to accord the words 
their ordinary significance, and not to search 
for occult and strained>constructions. If the 
Legislature had intended the act of 1897 to em- 
brace lessees or other persons or corporations 
owning or operating a railread, it would have 
80 expressed itself. It has aot done so.

When Tuchschmidt’s shortage was dis- 
covered ‘the Post-Dispatch showed that he 
had free access to the government moneys 
and had; in fact, used them at will. 

It is known that Collector Grenne® nor 
any of his deputies examined his accounts, 
but rather depended on the check made oc- 
casionally by representatives of the Treas- 


The inspectors, fit is claimed, rested under 
the belief.that the stamps were counted

declare it would have been impossible for 
Tuchschmidt to have taken a dollAr if this 
system had been followed. The Post-Dis- 
paich called attention to the fact that 
in the Subtreasury millions of dollars are 
counted daily by a single teller and it is 
conceded that paper currency is as hard 
to count as stamps. 

Mr. Gavett was asked about the matter. 

“Why, certainly,” he said, ‘the revenue 
départment is supposed to count the 
stamps daily. It was by comparing the 
amount of stamps on hand with. the cash 
on deposit that I learned of the discrep- 
ancy,’ 

It now appears that Tuchschmidt used at 
least $2500 of the Government money every 
month. He held it out for a period af W 
days or. longer. What he did with itis a 
It forma the 
crucial point in the investigation. . Inspector 
Gavett stated that he could not. discuss 
that feature of the case at present. 

He has gone over Tuchschmidt’s accounts 
as far back as July, and in each month 
it is authoritatively said he has found 
large discrepancies. He was at work un- 
til nearly 2 o’clock Wednesday morning. 
He says the investigation is going along 
smoothly, and is reluctant to discuss the de- 
tails in any way. 

Qne of the deputy collectors stated to 
the Post-Dispatch that so far as he was 
aware the stamps were never before count- 
ed daily in any of the internal revenue of- 
fices. e says that in his opinion the rule 
is a new one and was brought about by 
the exposures in the Tuchschmidt shortage 
He said it is more difficult to count rev- 
enue stamps than currency, because there 
are alWays many stamps missing from the 
center of a lot. They are apportioned out 
in various denominations and each is kept 
in amounts ranging from $100 to $10,000. 

The echo of another shortage in the of- 
fice of Internal Revenue Collector Grener 
was heard at Hannibal, Tuesday, when 
Lew Chase was placed on trial before 
Judge Adams, charged with the embezzle- 
ment of Government funds while acting as 
a deputy internal revenue collector. Chase 
was found guilty and sentenced ‘to one 
year in prison. 

After the jury returned a verdict. the 
prisoner was called before Judge .Adams 
and asked is-he had any’ statement to 
make. He replied that he thought he was 
entitled to clemency.

BALED SCRAP PAPER MADE A|

IT LIT UP THE EADS BRIDGE.
